-<GOVERNMENT AID TO 
HORSE BREEDING 


In the year 1900 the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
for Ireland devised a scheme for en- 
couraging improvement in the breed 
of live stock, particularly of horses 


and cattle, in that country. An out- 


: c | 
line of the Irish system may be of 
interest fo Canadian horsemen, who. 


have for some time been discussing 
the problem of obtaining for service 
throughout the country a sufficient 
number of sound, weli-bred stallions 
of the most profitable types. 

In formulating their live stoek 
schemes, the department's main ob- 
ject was to promote improvement ir 
the breeds of the country by encour- 
aging private enterprise in the breed- 
ing-of pure-bred animals, and in tke 
introduction of new sires, and io do 
this in such a way that the aceom- 
panying advantages should be princi- 
pally secured for the smaller farmers. 
Since interests of national importance 
were at stake—such, for example, as 
the maintenance of the high reputa- 
tion of [rish horses, the improvement 
of the feeding qualities of the store 
cattle, and the milking properties of 
dairy ecows—and as these interests re- 
quired that the stock of the country 
should be considered as a whole, and 
should not, in public schemes for its 
improvement be attacked by the in- 
troduction of sirains likely to have 
injurious general efiects on the na- 
tional breeds, it was necessary tht 
these sehemes should contain: certain 
principles of uniform application to 
the whole country. It was, there- 
fore, necessary that the live stock 
schemes should emanate from the; 
central authority, while, in particul- 
ars other than their national fea- 
tures, they might be modified in ac- 
cordance with local opinions and cir- 
fumstances. In order to have the as- 
sistance of the most representative 
expert opinion in [reland in the for- 
mulation of these schemes, the gov- 
ernment appointed two special advis- 
ory committees—one for horses, and 
the other for cattle, sheep and swine. 

The horse breeding scheme as out- 
lined by the advisory commitiee and 
approved by the Agricultural Board, 
provided for the registration of suit- 
able and sound -theroughbred and 
agricultural sires, and the selection of 
a number of the best brood mares in 
each county to be served by these 
sires. The owner. -of a registered 
stallion, is entitled, under the scheme, 
to a fee of £3 for each selected mare 
put to his stallion. The mares  se- 
lected were the property of persons 
deriving their means of living from 
farming, whose valuation did not ex- 
ceed in the poorer counties £150, and 
in the more wealthy counties, £200. 

The first year 410 stallions were nf- 
fered for registration, of which 298 
were thoroughbred and 112 of agri- 
eultural type. From the first it was 
deemed advisable to spare no pains in 
making a searching exumination of 
the stallions offered fer registration, 
and, accordingly, before any of the 
stallions offered under the scheme 
were accepted, the department's in- 
spectors had to certify, (1) as to suit- 
ability, and (2) as to the soundness of 
the animal. A register was publish- 
ed in March, 190i, which contained the 
names and pedigrees of 97 thorough- 
tred and 31 agricultural stallions that 
had been accepted. Upwards of 1800 
free nomination tickets of £3 each 
were offered at 150 shows of mares 
held during March and April, and 
nearly 1700 of these tickeis were is- 
sued. 

In addition to subsidising stallions 
by means of £3 nominations to mares, 
the department offered in « few coun- | 
ties, where there was an insufficient | 
number of stallions for the purposes 
of the scheme, premiums varying 
from £50 to £100. 

In order to encourage farmers of 
small means to previde themselves 
with a registered stallion, a sum of 
money wag allotted by ihe depart- 
ment for the purpose of granting! 
loans for the purehase of approved 
sires. The money was lent ai 2 1-2 
per cent interest, payable in fire an- 
ads! instalments.

As a further means of encouraging 
improvement in stock breeding, the 
department adopted the principle of 
awarding premiums and prizes to fe- 
male stock. The advisory committee 
en horse breeding pointed out that 
that industry in Ireland is, to a great 
extent, injured by young mares being 
sold out of the country, thus leaving 
only second class animals for breed- 
ing purposes, and the department 
adopted their recommendation that 
the prizes and premiums should be 
mainly confined fe young mares from 
two to six years old, served by a reg- 
istered sire, in the hope that the far- 
mers would thereby be induced to re- 
tain these mares.

It is the 
status of the St. Petersburg that we 
contest, and we take our stand, net 
on som® impalpable point of interna- 
tional law, but on the plain text of 
the treaties and conventions which 
govern the passege of ihe Dardan- 
eiles.” The Times draws attention to 
serious complications of a similar knd 
which are liable’ to-occur in the Piaci- 
fic, instancing the Pacific Mail Steam 
ship Coinpany’s apprehensicns on this 
point.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lagi to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the loval agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestzad is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments therete, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
plans: :
